SIR ROBERT WALPOLE 


This famous British statesman died in 
1745, but was long remembered for his work 
in uniting the House of Commons and advising 
King George ft. He is considered the first of 
English Prime Ministers. 

In 1761, when Governor Benning Wentworth 
issued the second charter for this town, he 
named 1t Welpole, after the family of this 
distinguished public servant. Previously the 
place had heen called BELLOWSTOWN, after mem- 
bers of the Bellows family of Lunenberg, 
Massachusetts, who had shown interest in de- 
veloping this area as early as 1736. There 
were several men named Benjamin Bellows. The 
one who secured the BELLOWSTOWN charter in 
1752, and moved here with his family the fol- 
lowing year, lived from 1712 to 1777. He 
built and resided in the house known to him 
and to us as the HOMESTEAD.

This removal subject to the 
raising of private funds to pay for all work to be done to create 
an island with trees to replace the sidewalk for the beautifica- 
tion of the Town.

To the inhabitants of the Town of Walpole qualified to vote 
in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Town 
on Tuesday, the 14th day of March next, at ten o'clock in the fore- 
noon to act on.Articles 1 and 2. Polls will remain open until 7:00 
p.m. Following the counting of ballots, the meeting will be 
recessed until the 18th day of March next at 9:30 a.m. in the fore- 
noon, at which time the balance of the Articles will be acted on. 


Article 1: To choose the necessary Town officers for their 
respective terms. 


Article 2: Question #1 


Are you in favor of the adoption of amendment number 1 
as proposed by the Planning Board for the Walpole Zoning Ordiance 
as follows: 


ARTICEESVETL 
Rural/Agricultural District 
C. SPECIAL EXCEPTIONS 


1. Industrial, manufacturing and commercial operations by 
Special Exception from the Board of Adjustment when ful-, 
filling the following requirements: 


a. Such businesses shall be located at least 85' from the 
center line of any right of way and not less than 20' 
from each side or rear boundary. Greater distances 
for set backs and boundaries may be required according 
to the nature of the .business. 


b. Each proposed use must show that it will not infringe 
on the primary established use of the district. 


ec. No industrial, manufacturing or commercial venture or 
use shall be permitted which could cause any undue 
hazard to health, safety or property values or which 
is offensive to the public because of noise, vibration, 
excessive traffic, unsanitary conditions, noxious odor, 
smoke or other similar reason. 


d. Shall provide off street parking for all vehicles 
associated with the proposed use. This shall include 
parking and loading facilities for freight and delivery 
trucks, employer, employee and minimum of three 
customer parking spaces shall be required for each 
establishment. Additional parking may be required 
based on size and nature of business. 


e. All signs shall meet the requirements of part D of the 
general provisions of the Zoning Ordiance. 


f. Site Plan Review approval from the Planning Board if 
required. 


g. Consideration of a recommendation from the Planning 
Board concerning the proposed business. 


2. Conversions of existing larger homes to multi-family 
dwellings may be allowed by Special Exception from the 
Board of Adjustment provided the Board determines that the 
following conditions are met: 


a. The property is suitable to accommodate multi-family 
use without adversely affecting the area. 


b. Adequate off street parking is available. 


c. The exterior architectural appearance and/or size of 
the structure shall not be substantially altered. 


d. The property has received Site Plan Review approval 
from the Planning Board. 


To be voted on by ballot. 


Article 3: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1,099,331. for support of Town Poor, for Town 
Libraries, to build and repair bridges and highways and for such 
other expenses as may accrue. 


Article 4: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board 
of Selectmen to raise money on notes of the Town for current expenses 
in anticipation of;taxes. 


Article 5: To see if the Town will vote to accept such funds 
and bequests as have been left to it during the year. 


Article 6: To see if the Town will authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to transfer tax liens and convey property acquired by 
the Town of Tax Collector Deed, by public auction (or Advertised 
Bid), or in such other manner as determined by the Board of Selectmen 


as justice may require. 


Article 7: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board 
of Selectmen to apply for, accept and expend monies from the State, 
Federal or other governmental units, or a private source, which 
becomes available during the year in accordance with the provisions 
set forth in New Hampshire R.S.A.s. 


Article 8: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to hire outside auditors. This article to be in force 
until rescinded. 


Article 9: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $6,000.00 for outside auditors for the year 1988. 
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Article 10: To see if the Town will vote to have a complete 
revaluation by a private appraisal firm that has been approved by 
the Department of Revenue Administration. Revaluation to be 
completed as soon as practicable. 


Article 11: To see if the Town will authorize the establishment 
of a capital reserve fund (pursuant to RSA Chapter 35) for the 
future revaluation of the Town and to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $35,000. towards this purpose, and oppoint the Selectmen 
as agents to administer the fund. 


Article 12: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $10,000.00 to continue the process of renovating the 
second floor of the Town Hall in order to bring it into compliance 
with fire and other safety codes and to make it suitable for 
general public use. By request. 


Article 13: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $10,000.00 to continue operation of recycling station 
at the Walpole Landfill. By request. 


Article 14: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $50,000 for the Landfill Closure Plan as mandated by 


the State. 


Article 15: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $45,000 for the Landfill. Such sum will be used to purchase 
a new loader, and to withdraw the funds from the Highway Equipment 
Reserve Fund. 


Article 16: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $10,000 (Ten Thousand Dollars) for the purpose of funding 
the Walpole Playground Project. By Petition. 


Article 17: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $100.00 for the support of the Grand Monadnock Arts 
Council, or take any other action relating thereto. By Request. 


Article 18: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $550. to purchase and install an air conditioner in the 
Town Clerk's Office. By petition. 


Article 19: To see if the Town will vote to extend the new 
sewer line on Ford Avenue to the end of the Town owned Right-of-Way 
and to assume all costs related thereto. Such costs to be incorporated 
in the overall costs of the new system in Walpole and repayment 
thereof will be by whatever formula of repayment adopted by the 
Town of Walpole. By Petition. 


Article 20: To see if the Town will vote that it was the intent 
that debt service costs of the Walpole sewer system project be 
assessed fifty percent (50%) upon the taxpayers and fifty percent 
(50%) upon the users of said system, and that the Town Sewer 
Ordinance be amended accordingly. 


Article 21: To see if the Town will vote to establish the 
policy that the sewer debt services will be 100% funded by property 


taxes. 
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Article 22: To see if the Town will vote to transfer up to, 
but not to exceed, 85% of the old sewer fund balance for the purpose 
of using said monies to pay the USERS share of the 1989 Sewer 
Construction Bond payment. By Petition. 


Article 23: To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions 
of RSA 36-A:5 which will authorize the Conservation Commission to 
retain the unexpended balance of its annual appropriation and any 
gifts of money received pursuant to RSA 36-A:4, said funds to be 
placed in a separate Conservation Fund and allowed to accumulate 
from year to year. The Town Treasurer shall have custody of all 
monies in the Conservation Fund, and expenditures may be authorized 
only by majority vote of the Conservation Commission. If money 
from the Fund is to be used to purchase interest in land, the 
commission must first hold a public hearing and the acquisition 
must be approved by the Selectmen. By request of the Conservation 
Commission. 


Article 24: To see if the Town of Walpole will send a message to 
the Legislature and Governor calling for a comprehensive toxics 
transition law requiring coordinated programs of planning, research 
and development, education, enforcement, and economic incentives 
to achieve toxics reduction by substitution with safer substances. 

By retition. 


Article 25: To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Town's 
representatives to the General Court to respond to our solid waste 
crisis by taking all necessary measures to insure that New Hampshire 
adopt legislation that will permit consumers to return for refund 
of deposit within New Hampshire all soda, beer, wine cooler and 
liquor containers and that all unclaimed deposit monies shall be 
collected by the state and no less than 80% shall be returned 
annually to local municipalities for the sole purpose of implement- 
ing, expanding and reimbursing community recycling projects.

The Walpole Sewer Project 
First Phase - North Walpole 


Contract 3B, which covers the Mountain View area, was completed 
and in full operation by mid July 1988. 


While there are a few loose ends to be taken care of before 
Contract 3A is completed, the house tie-ins were made and the sewage 
flowing by mid July 1988. 


We are pumping approximately 55,000 gallons per day across 
the railroad bridge to jointly used pump station located in the 
area where the Rutland Railroad round house use to be in Bellows 
Falls. From there it is taken via the jointly used system to the 
Wastewater Treatment Facility. 


Second Phase - Wastewater Treatment Facility 


This phase covers the up-grading of the Bellows Falls Wastewater 
Treatment Facility. Our responsibility for this operation is limited 
to financial assistance. In 1988 we made two payments, one of 
$24,354 to cover the use of existing facilities and the other of 
$115,447.95 as our payment based on 25% completion of the project. 
This payment includes the States share for which the Town will 
be reimbursed, some $83,085. 


In 1989 we have made the second payment as the project is 
better than 50% complete. This project is scheduled for completion 
in 1989 and we understand it is on target.

REPORT OF THE WALPOLE TOWN LIBRARY TRUSTEES —- 1988 


The highlight of 1988 was the Open House and dedication of 
the reference room of the Bridge Memorial Library. Work on the 
room and the handicapped ramp was completed in May, and the Open 
House was held on June 26, 1988. The trustees were pleased to 
dedicate the reference room to Austin I. Hubbard, a trustee of 
the Walpole Town Library for over forty years. A wall plaque was 
unveiled and, after a short dedication speech, Mr. Hubbard spoke 
of the many changes in the library during the years he was a trustee. 
Many members of the Hubbard family were present, as well as 
representatives of the State Library and over one-hundred towns- 
people. Punch and refreshments were served. The delicious and

A warrant article passed at the Town Meeting provided $8,000.00 
to finish and furnish the reference room.

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REPORT OF THE ROAD AGENT 
1988 


1988 was a little troublesome in several ways. The last of our 
regular personal retired and a truck driver quit. This left us 
two men short and they were not replaced. 


The Barnett Hill project was a slow process with our equipment. 
$15,000 worth of blasting was done. This was an area one to eight 
feet deep, six to thirty feet wide and eight hundred-fifty feet 
long. We dug out the blasted pieces with our backhoe and loader. 
The project is now complete except for about two days of seeding 
down and cleaning up. This project was done at at total cost of 


$70,400. 


We cold paved Pinewdod Circle, Stage Road, Wentworth Road from 
Graves Road to the end. We also cold paved a small piece of Black 
Jack Crossing and put top on Cheshire Turnpike (the new section). 


We intend to finish rebuilding the Valley Road in 1989. ‘Two 
bridges will be repaired this year and hopefully five or six miles 
of road will be cold paved this summer.

WALPOLE WATER DEPARTMENT 


I would like to thank everyone for their understanding when we 
have trouble with the town water system. This past year we were 
forced by old age to rebuild both the Watkins Hill and River Pumps. 
Watkins Hill pump is 32" deep and we pump from the 25" level at 
200 GPM to give room for ample inflow and to keep an adequate 
reservoir at this pumping level at all times. This Watkins Hill 
pump was completely replaced with use of old 20 h.p. motor from the 
old unit. This well was developed in 1948-49 and for the last 20 
years has run 100Z of the time and produces 225,000 gallons per day 
which is 98% of the Walpole useage. 


The river well developed in 1966 had new internal bearings 
installed when the Watkins Hill job was finished. This unit runs 
once a week in the winter 2-4 times a week in the summer and anytime 
we have a big demand or for fighting fires. This river pump will 
put out 400-800 GPM depending on demand. 


The Water Department realizes we have much work to do on our 
older water mains and we will continue to replace, up-date and repair 
and improve the system as water company monies become available. 
Please understand that we are a self-supporting agent of the Town 
and all monies we have to borrow have to be repaid by user use, so 
when it is deemed necessary to make improvements we have to raise 
money by increasing water and or sewer rates as necessary. We will 
have to be in many of your homes in the coming year, making changes, 
replacing or adding water meters or changing your sewer system so 
it can be attached to the new sewer system. Please feelfree to call 
the Town Office at 756-3672 or my office at 756-3372 or my home at 
756-9871 if you have any questions now or in the future.

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REPORT OF THE WALPOLE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
1988 


A gift was made by Hubbard Farms of 31 acres of land to the State 
of New Hampshire Fish and Game Department with over one half mile of 
frontage on the Connecticut River and adds much to recreation, educa- 
tion and wildlife habitat for the lovers of nature in the Walpole 
area. 


The deed dated December 28, 1988 qualified this gift, appraised 
at $40,000 to be used as a match for the purchase of other qualifying 
land in the New Hampshire Conservation Investment Program. 


Through a conservation deed, Hubbard Farms also granted a con- 
servation easement on the 8.2 acres adjoining the gift of land to 
the State of New Hampshire for the Fish and Game Department. 


Mr. Charles R. Miner Jr., wildlife biologist with the Fish and 
Game Department states the property will be managed for wildlife 
resource through habitat manipulation and population management 
techniques. It will be convenient as a canoe launch location and 
available for hunting, fishing and other recreational activities 
which does not adversely impact the wildlife resources. This river 
front land area is located less than } mile from the Walpole school 
and stretches for more than one half mile along the river front. It 
makes an ideal location with its many varieties of wildlife for the 
Walpole School Outdoor Education Program. 


Forestry Activity 


During the past year there has been relatively little active 
forestry work taking place on the town forests. Due to the closing 
of the strand board plant in Claremont, the market for low grade pine 
thinnings was lost and since that was the principal product called 
for, removal in the thinning work that was being done on the Hooper 
Lot, there is a small portion of the land where thinning was not 
completed. Thin will have to watt for a market for that low prade 
material to open up in the future. 


A cleanup of the blocks and log trimmings on the landings along 
the Reservoir Road was completed in the Fall. Some water protection 
structures were put into the road system. This coming Spring, the 
landings will be reseeded with a conservation and wildlife mixture 
of vegetation so that the town's forest areas will continue to 
to support an interesting and varied wildlife population and be 
attractive for the continued enjoyment of the Walpole citizens. 


This coming year the Conservation Commission plans to restore 
some walking trails on the Mason Lot on Route 12 and if the markets 
are right there may be some very careful selective harvesting under- 
taken on another of the town's woodlots.

Trail Improvements 


Work has been going forward to restore and improve the Bellows 
Knapp Memorial Trail in the Academy Ravine. 


Chip Whitcomb of Frank W. Whitcomb Construction Corporation has 
donated and put in place a mamouth granite boulder at the entrance 
to the Mill Pond Trail on which we will place a bronze marker 
identifying the trail and giving credit to the donors of these land 
areas. Work has also been accomplished to improve the Mill Pond Trail. 


Out school outdoor program has initiated a "Trail Builders" group 
to work under the guidance of their natural science leader. Coopera- 
tion in this work helps greatly in the maintenance of our trails. 


Chestnut Project 


Several of the Chestnut trees which we have under observation 
have produced a fair supply of nuts this past year. Dr. Jack Elliston 
of the Connecticut Agriculture Service Station, spent a day with us 
and left a new supply of the Hypo-vervlent Virus which we Deve used 
to help protect the trees from the deadly cancer. 


We are also experimenting with the use of a mud pack suggested 
by the University of New Hampshire. There is a good supply of seed- 
lings available from Herman Sargent's garden for those who may be 
interested in planting two or more chestnut trees. 


Your Conservation Commission much appreciates the help and 
support we have received from our Board of Selectmen and many 


interested citizens.

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REPORT OF THE HOOPER INSTITUTE — 1988 


1988 was a busy and productive year for the Hooper Institute. 
Programs in the Walpole School dominated our environmental 
education efforts. Fritze Till and I visited every classroom at 
the Walpole School once a week. Summer and afterschool programs 
were also offered to children of the community. Plus, a record 
number of children visited the Farm and Forest Museum at the Hooper 


Institute in 1988. 


Winter in the schools brought lessons on plant and animal 
adaptations to winter, winter habitats and a special focus on birds. 
Children studies tree twigs close up and forced buds. Snowshoeing 
was offered to all whose feet could fit. Fifth graders trekked 
into the Hooper shelter for a winter survival cookout. 


Sixth, Seventh and eighth graders continued their Walpole 
School Nature Trail project thorough 1988. They set up posts and 
hand rails, laid a bed of woodchips underfoot and are working to 
complete a trail guide booklet. 


Fourth graders spent the winter and spring getting an inside 
look at various farm and forest operations in our area. This is 
the sixth year the Hooper Institute has sponsored the project. 
We visited a forester on site at the Hooper woodlot. We saw logs 
turned to lumber at Welch's sawmill and lumber turned into a finished 
product at Northcott's turning shop. The children visited lambs 
at Speed's sheepfarm and watched a sheep being shorn. They also 
learned to card, spin and weave wool. We also visited Sayer's 
dairy farm, Harlow's produce and Long River Gardens. We visited 
a sugarhouse and Floyd Smith's bees. 


A study of the Connecticut River and its valley occupied sixth 
graders through the spring. This study of the human and natural 
history of the valley culminated in an overnight canoe trip for 
the students. 


Fifth grades spent the spring studying environmental careers 
and recycling. Primary school children looked for signs of spring 
as birds returned to nest and amphibians enlivened the ponds. 


Fritze Till ran a very successful summer program for younger 
children. Sixty-three children signed up for the six weeks of 
explorations in Walpole. They visited field, forest and pond habitats 
and heightened their awareness of our rich natural setting. Fritze 
also started an afterschool club for third through fifth graders 
one afternoon per week in the Fall. 


In the autumn, school programs in all the grades reflected 
this rapidly changing season. Lessons included: insect study, 
hawkwatching and bird migration, apples, mushrooms, leaves and 
trees, the fall harvest, pumpkins, colonial farmlife, evergreens 
and conifers, hibernation and the question "Where do they go in 
winter?" 
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The Farm and Forest Museum at the Hooper Institute has had 
its most successful year. 819 people from fifteen different schools 
visited the museum in 1988. Out of town classrooms generated $747 
in income. The Hooper Committee hopes in the future to be able 
to use this money for a college scholorship fund for a deserving 


Walpole student. 


Thanks to every member of the community who helped the Institue 


have such a successful year.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE CHIEF 


We answered 81 calls in 1988. They are: 11 accidents, 2 rescue, 
2 oil burner, 9 chimney, 10 alarms, 5 automobile, 3 L.P. Gas incidents; 
3 structures, 5 electrical, 1 lightning strike, 2 false alarms and 
28 mutual aid calls. We received mutual aid 7 times. 


We had Fire Fighters participate in training at Meadowood Fire 
School. We currently have 4 members enrolled in the State Fire 
Fighter I course being conducted in Alstead. This is over a 100 
hour course. Mark Boynton enrolled and successfully completed the 
8 week Fire Fighting course at the State Academy in Concord. He 
took time off from his permanent job to attend this course. 


Mark Houghton and Mark Boynton went with the New Hampshire 
Forest Fire Crew in July to Tennessee, Kentucky, North Carolina and 
Michigan for 9 days to help control their wild fires. Mary Boynton 
also left in August to go to Yellowstone National Park with another 
New Hampshire Forest Fire Crew for 14 days. He saw tremendous action 
there. He had transportation to and from the fire lines sometimes 
by helicoptor, sometimes by hiking into the fire lines, a four and 
five mile trip. He says it was a valuable experience and enjoyed 
it tremendously and is ready to do it again. 


We received our new rescue truck in May and are very happy with 
the unit. We have trained extensively with the unit, becoming 
familiar with placement of equipment. The tank truck is going to 
have some body work and painting done on it as we are trying to 
preserve the vehicle for at least five more years (it is a 1963 
model). We will have for next year's District Meeting, specifications 
for a new pumper to replace our M-2 a 1969 model. We have always 
had a 20 year replacement program that I would like to keep in tact. 
Equipment replacement capital reserve should cover most of the 
purchase price in the Spring of 1990. 


The commissioners have worked on a scaled down version of the 
Fire Station and will be presenting this to the voters. Our 
situation in the street is not getting any better, with parking and 
exiting the Fire Station still is dangerous and getting worse every 
day with the congestion and traffic in the streets. The new building 
will be utilized by both the Ambulance Squad and the Fire Department 
as both need more room for supplies and storage and equipment. I 
hope the voters of Walpole will support the program that will be 


presented to them. 


The cooperation between the emergency services in Walpole is 
excellent and greatly appreciated by all those involved. 


At this time I would like to thank the officers and members of 
the Walpole Fire Department for the help and time they have given 
myself and the department.

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WALPOLE RECYCLING ACTION PROJECT 


The recycling station at the Walpole Landfill, authorized by 
Article 14 of the 1988 Town Warrant, started operation on 

October llth. This was announced by a letter from the Selectmen 

to all residents and businesses outlining procedures to be followed 
and materials which would be recycled at the landfill. Volunteers 
were on hand to help. 


During the first three months twenty nine volunteers worked at the 
station to show participants the routine, to sort and crush glass 
and aluminum and to help in handling newspaper and corrugated 
cardboard. 


Articles each week in the Walpole Gazette and word-of-mouth 
information kept residents informed on progress and helped increase 
the number of people recycling to an average of 83 each week. In 
total over 5 tons of glass, 11 4 tons of newspaper and corrugated 
cardboard and } ton of aluminum were kept out of the landfill and 
sent to market during the last quarter. Direct income produced from 
sales was only $221. However, had these materials been burned at 
the Claremont incinerator the cost to Walpole in tipping fees alone 
would have been $1142. These avoided costs are the real dollar 
savings of recycling. 


A mobile home has become a center where useable goods (books, 
furniture, small appliances, tools, etc.) may be turned in for use 
by others. This has become a popular addition to the recycling 


center. 


Only $3894 of the $10900 budget was spent. This economical start 
up was in large measure due to gifts of the mobile home from 

Mr. and Mrs. August Speckman and the truck body for newspaper 
storage from Hubbard Farms. Also important was work of Walpole 
employees under the direction of Road Agent, Robert (Joe) Smith, 
who graded the site and provided the facilities with sound founda- 
tions. After operations started Ira and Jimmy Sanborn have helped 
the volunteers in many ways and Joe Smith's crews have moved the 
recycled products out with dispatch. To all these people and to 
the volunteers who have made the operation function smoothly, 

we are most grateful.

REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND 
STATE FOREST RANGER 


Between July 1987 and June 1988, we experienced more fires than 
normal. The three leading causes of forest fires were again children, 
fires kindled without written permission of a Forest Fire Warden and 
debris burning. All causes are preventable, but only with your help. 


Please help our town and state forest fire officials with forest 
fire prevention. Contact your Forest Fire Warden for more informa- 


tion. 


Enforcement of a state timber harvest regulation is the respon- 
sibility of State Forestry officials. Our state has excellent timber 
harvest regulations; however, your assistance is needed. 


If you know of a logging operation and suspect a state timber 
harvest law may be violated, call your Forest Fire Warden, Concord 
Forest Protection Headquarters at (603) 271-2217, or local Forest 
Ranger at (603) 352-1291 or (603) 352-1292. 


On January 1, 1989, the Deceptive Forestry Business Practices | 
Law (RSA 224:54) goes into effect. This law, in summary, states that 
a person is guilty of a misdemeanor if, in the course of buying or 
selling a forest product, uses a false weight or measure for falsely 
determining any quality or quantity of a forest product. For more 
information, contact one of the persons mentioned above.

We have examined the general purpose financial statements of 
the Town of Walpole, New Hampshire for the year ended December 31, 
1987, and have issued our report thereon dated July 6, 1988. As part 
of our examination, we madea study and evaluation of the ‘town's system 
of internal accounting control to the extent we considered necessary 
solely to determine the nature, timing, and extent of our auditing 
procedures. Our study and evaluation was more limited than would 
be necessary to express an opinion on the system of internal accounting 
control taken as a whole, and we do not express such an opinion. 


However, during our examination we became aware of several matters 
that, while not involving material weaknesses in internal accounting 
control, are opportunities for strengthening internal controls and 
operating efficiency. The memorandum that accompanies this letter 
summarizes our comments and suggestions regarding those matters. A 
separate report dated July 6, 1988 contains our report on material 
weaknesses in internal accounting control. This letter does not affect 
our report dated July 6, 1988 on the financial statements of the Town 
of Walpole, New Hampshire for the year. ended December 31, 1987. 


We have already discussed these comments and suggestions with 
various Town personnel, and we will be pleased to discuss them in 
further detail at your convenience, to perform additional study of 


these matters, or to assist you in implementing the recommendations. 


The purpose of this letter is to provide constructive and mean- 
ingful recommendations to you.

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Property Tax Billings 


Currently the Town of Walpole bills its property taxes to the 
nearest cent. State law permits property tax bills to be rounded 
to the nearest dollar. We believe that rounding property tax bills 
to the nearest dollar would make working with Tax Collector's 
records easier and minimize the chance for error. 


CashwAccountes 


The Town Clerk and Highway Department each maintain checking 
accounts to handle cash transactions related to these departments. 
While this system is convenient for Town Officials, it is not in 
compliance with state law (RSA 41:29), requiring all Town funds be 
in the custody of the Treasurer. We recommend the closing of these 
accounts and the related activity be run through the general fund. 


Centralized Bookkeeping 


Currently, the Town's bookkeeping consists of several different 
methods of handling similar transactions. Several different people 
record receipts, but these receipts are not summarized in the Town's 
bookkeeping system. Cash disbursements are made from two separate 
systems, which are never summarized. As a result of this lack of 
summarization, when comparing the Treasurer's books and the Town's 
books, the Town's books do not appear to include all transactions. 
As a matter of sound business practice, and as a double check for 
errors, there should be a centralized bookkeeping system in which 
all cash receipts and disbursements are recorded and summarized on 
a periodic basis. We recommend the Town centralize the bookkeeping 
functions so that all transaction run through one system and that 
system be reconciled to the Treasurer's books and cash balances on 


a periodic basis. 


Comparison of Budget to Actual 


During our audit, we found that a payment from the state was 
not received by the Town. We also noted that several departments 
and line items had overspent their budgets. Periodic comparisons 
of budget to actual revenues and expenditures could show these 
deficiencies, allowing Town Officials to take appropriate actions 
to correct them. This comparison would rely on our prior recommen- 
dation of centralized Town bookkeeping, for without that, comparison 
would be impessible. We recommend that the Town take the necessary 
actions to allow for comparison of budget to actual for revenues 
and expenses, and this comparison occur on a periodic basis, to allow 
proper action for any deficiencies found. 
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Personnel Records 


The Town maintains sufficient personnel records for the 
highway department employees. No personnel records are maintained 
for other Town employees. We recommend the Town establish a policy 
of keeping personnel records for all regular employees, in the same 
manner as those kept for the highway department. 


Witholding Allowance Certificate Maintenance 


The Town maintains withholding allowance certificates (W-4's) 
for all employees, but does not have these updated annually as 
required by the Internal Revenue Service. We suggest the Town 
implement a policy of updating W-4's for all employees at the 
beginning of each year, to comply with federal procedures. 
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
